Tha  Homs  Gymnastic*  Fad. 

New  York  is  a  city  of  fads  Most  of 
them,  it  most  be  regretfully  admitted, 
are  abont  as  devoid  of  sense  ax  can  well 
be  imagined,  but  the  latest  which  has 
struck  upper  tendom  with  great  force  is 
to  be  highly  commended.  It  is  nothing 
more  than  the  Shreber  method  of  home 
gymnastics.  The  exercises  should  be 
gone  through  in  the  morning,  preferably 
with  nothing  on  the  person  but  a  loose 
robe.  The  prescribed  movements  are  as 
follows: 

First.-— Describe  a  circular  movement 
with  each  arm  20  times  in  succession. 
Extend  the  arms  forward,  outward  and 
upward  80  times  in  succession,  taking 
eighjfhr  ten  deep  inspirations  between 
each  series. 

Second. — Execute  a  circular  move¬ 
ment  from  tbe  waist,  swaying  the  upper 
part  of  the  body  slowly  round,  the  hands 
resting  on  the  hips,  80  times. 

Third. — Extend  the  leg  as  nearly  at 
right  angles  with  the  body  as  possible, 

12  times  each  side,  taking  eight  or  ten 
deep  inspirations  between  each  series. 

Fourth. —Extend  and  bend  the  foot  20 
times  each  afde;  perform  the  gesture  of 
reaping  or  sawing  80  times,  bend  each 
knee  rapidly  20  times;  take  eight  or  ten 
inspirations. 

Fifth. — Raise  the  arm  swiftly  and 
rapidly,  as  in  the  action  of  throwing  a 
lauoe,  12  times  in  succession;  throy  out 
both  arms  simultaneously  20  cr  80 
times  Take  eight  or  ten  deep  inspira- 
“ins. 

Sixth. — Trot  on  oue  spot,  resting  the 
hands  on  the  hips  and  lifting  the  feet 
briskly  100  to  800  times.  Take  eight  or 
ten  deep  inspirations. 

Seventh.— Jump  with  the  hands  on  the 
hips  and  the  head  and  body  erect  60 
or  100  times.  Take  eight  or  ten  inspira- 
“ona. 

The  seven  exercises  will  consume 
about  45  minutes,  and  when  one  has  fin- 
iahed  there  is  little  danger  of  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  an  excellent  appetite-  If  faith¬ 
fully  kept  up  they  are  certain  to  pro¬ 
mote  health  and  strength.
